The influenza ep idemic of 
19 19 , while its exact origin was unkno wn, bro ught 
this fact to p ublic attentio n in a p ainful and 
costly way. 
If we could set a guard aro und the 
m o uth to keep all harm ful o rganisms away, this 
alone m ight p revent more th a n 91 p er cent of 
the deaths due to communicable disease. 


Dr. W. W, Peter, well known autho rity on p ub­ 
lic health, has recently made p ublic these co n­ 
clusions after an investigatio n made for Clean- 
liness Institute. 
No medieval hocus-p ocus can 
draw this charm ed circle aro und us, lie finds. 
B ut cleanliness — p hysical and biological clean­ 
liness, insuring clean hands, clean food, clean 
utensils, clean air. clean habits, esp ecially in 
crowds — can establish a zone of safety. 


The m o uth was involved as the p assageway 
thro ugh which the causative o rganisms either 
entered or left the body in some 248 .9 8 1 deaths, 
o r 9 1.9 4 p er cent of the to tal deaths from co m ­ 
municable diseases in the registratio n area w ith­ 
in a single year. 
Doctor Peter p o ints out th a t 
in additio n, hundreds of tho usands of p ersons 
became ill fro m the same causes but recovered. 
W hat we touch, w hat we eat and drink, w hat 
we breathe, may serve as the medium for life or 
for death. 
This is the reason why the simp le 
act of washing the hands well before eating is 


urged by medical autho rities as a p ro tectio n 
against co mmunicable disease. 
The co nference 
on influenza, called in W ashingto n last winter 
by the Surgeon General, found no miraculo us 
remedy, but emp hasized again the need for p ub ­ 
lic educatio n on the im p o rtance of cleanly p er­ 
sonal habits, such as h and washing. 
Fro m the hand to the m o uth is the radius of 
the circle which each m an m ust p ro tect fo r h im ­ 
self. 
Ultimately every one m ust p olice his own 
safety zone.

CLEANLINESS AS GUAKBIAN. 


I In spite of all the protective legislation in the 


'•> world, every human behig has to be his own 
^ guardian. 'This guardianship in 'the field of 
'. -health concerns the mouth, and with it the throat 


.and aiasal passages. Tlie influenza epidemic of 


£ 1919, while its exact origin was unknown, brought 
1 this fact to public attention hi a painful and 
^ .costly way. If we could set a guard around the 


mouth to keep all harmful organisms away, this 
alone might prevent more than 91 per cent of 
thje deaths due to communicable disease. 


Dr. W. W. Peter, well known authority on pub- 


lic health, has recently made public these con- 
clusions after an investigation made for Clean- 
liness Institute. No medieval hocus-pocus can 
draw this charmed circle around us, he finds. 
But cleanliness — physical and biological clean- 
liness, insuring clean hands, clean foo'd, clean 


••iWtensils, clean air, clean habits, especially in 


(crowds —can establish a zone of safety. 


The mouth was involved as the passageway 


ihrough which the causative-organisms either 
entered or left the body hi some 248,981 deaths, 
•or 51.94 per cent of the total deaths from com- 
municable diseases in the registration area with- 
in a single year. 
Doctor Peter points out that 


in addition, hundreds of thousands of persons 
became ill from the same causes but recovered. 


What we touch, what we eat and drink, what 


we breathe, may serve as the medium for life or 
for death. This is the reason why the simple 
act of washing the hands well before eating is 


urged by medical authorities as a protection 
against communicable disease. 
The conference 


on influenza, called in Washington last winter 
by the Surgeon General, found no miraculous 
remedy; but emphasized again the need for pub- 
lic education on the importance of cleanly per- 
sonal habits, such as hand washing. 


From the hand to the mouth is the radius of 


the circle which each man must protect for him- 
self. Ultimately every one must police his own 
safety zone.

ton furnishes a case in point. It gives a little Rev- 
olutionary anecdote that 'the ordinary histories 
omit entirely; an unimportant little tale that 
somehow is more entertaining than a dozen 
long-winded accounts of battles and political 
maneuvers.

There 
he was recognized and taken to Washington's 
ten£.

over to the British commander! 


Sure, that is unimportant — but it's mighty in- 


teresting. Would that the historians could give 
more of that sort of side-lights!
